Our  motto  here  at  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management-Eastern  States 
(BLM-Eastern  Stares)  is  that  we  are  “Guardians  of  the  Past — 
Stewards  for  the  Future. ”  As  Guardians  of  the  Past,  we  are  caretakers 

of  invaluable  historical  documents — 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interiors  original 
copies  of  millions  of  land  patents  and 
original  survey  plats  and  field  notes. 
We  are  also  carrying  on  a  proud 
tradition  of  wise  stewardship  by  the 
Bureau,  which  is  5b  years  old,  and  we 
have  provided  quality  service  as  a 
State  Office  since  April  8,  1 980. 

As  Stewards  for  the  Future,  we  manage 
approximately  30,000  surface  acres  of 
public  land  and  more  than  39  million  acres  of  subsurface  Federal 
mineral  estate.  These  national  public  treasures  increase  in  value 
each  day,  and  we  intend  to  wisely  manage  these  lands  and  resources 
so  our  children  and  future  generations  wilt  have  this  extraordinary 
public  wealth.  Through  BLjVTs  environmental  education  activities, 
we  are  able  to  reach  our  youth  so  they  will  learn  at  an  early  age  the 
importance  of  taking  care  of  the  public  lands  and  resources. 

We  not  only  represent  the  BLM  in  the  East,  but  also  serve  as  the 
“Gateway  to  the  West/'  As  the  Bureau  shapes  its  role  as  a  national 
public  land  management  agency,  Eastern  States,  with  almost  two- 
thirds  of  the  country’s  population  and  elected  congressional  officials 
in  its  geographical  area  of  jurisdiction,  is  uniquely  positioned  and 
plays  a  critical  role  in  showcasing  the  Bureaus  multiple  use  manage¬ 
ment.  With  our  diverse  on- the- ground  resources  management,  we 
add  value  to  the  quality  of  life  for  the  people  we  serve.  We  have  been 
successful  in  maximizing  our  resources  by  forging  strong  partnerships 
and  outreach  programs,  and  we  continue  to  take  a  strong  proactive 


HISTORY,  MISSION,  and  VISION 

In  1946,  the  Grazing  Service  merged  with  the  General  Land  Office 
(GLO)  to  form  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM),  The  BLM 
was  charged  with  managing  the  Nation’s  Public  Domain — the  lands 
held  in  Federal  ownership  for  the  benefit  of  the  American  people. 
Eastern  States  Land  Office  (ESLO)  carried  on  the  GLO  business  of 
providing  cadastral  survey  records  and  land  title  information  from 
BLM’s  headquarters  office  in  Washington,  DC,  By  1954,  the  BLM 
had  taken  on  Federal  onshore  minerals  responsibilities,  resulting  in 
greater  activity  in  the  Eastern  States.  More  and  more  natural- 
resource- related  challenges  emerged  intheEast,  and  soon  the  ESLO 
began  to  operate  in  the  same  manner  as  BLM  State  Offices  in  the 
1 1  Western  States  including  Alaska,  where  most  of  the  publ  ic  land  is 


approach  by  involving  other  Federal  and  local  agencies,  groups,  and 

communities  in  the  management  of  our  many  important  programs. 

During  fiscal  year  2002,  we  focused  on  seven  key  programs — energy 
and  minerals,  cadastral  survey,  General  Land  Office  records,  wild 
horse  and  burro  adoptions  and  compliance,  lands  and  realty,  renew¬ 
able  resources,  and  wildland  fire  management.  To  better  manage 
these  programs,  we  held  futuring  meetings  with  all  employees  to 
chart  the  course  for  Eastern  States  for  the  next  5  to  10  years.  From 
these  meetings,  we  developed  Vision  Statements  for  each  of  our  seven 
main  program  areas  to  guide  our  future.  Now,  we  are  working  on 
writing  the  thoughts  aired  at  the  meetings  into  a  reader- friendly 
document  that  will  be  shared  with  you,  our  customers  and  employees, 
so  we  have  a  common  vision  of  how  we  will  progress  together. 

This  year,  BLM-Eastern  States  concentrated  on  two  newT  land  man¬ 
agement  projects.  On  October  18,  2001,  we  acquired  800  acres 
known  as  Meadowood  Farm  in  Fairfax  County,  Virginia.  At  this 
site,  we  envision  activities  such  as  recreation,  environmental  educa¬ 
tion,  and  wild  horse  and  burro  interpretation.  We  are  currently 
preparing  a  management  plan  in  harmony  with  surrounding  land 
use  and  community  interests  to  make  this  a  showcase  for  BLM 
programs  and  partnerships.  And  on  December  21,  2001,  BLM  and 
the  Stare  of  Maryland  jointly  acquired  about  1 ,270  acres  known  as 
Douglas  Point  in  Charles  County,  Maryland.  This  area,  one  of  the 
last  remaining  undeveloped  tracts  along  the  Potomac  River  near 
fast-growing  Washington,  DC,  offers  outstanding  potential  for 
recreation,  wildlife  habitat,  and  cultural  resources. 

We  look  forward  to  new  challenges  and  opportunities  in  the  new 
fiscal  year,  and  we  will  continue  to  shape  the  vision  of  BLM-Eastern 
States  as  “Guardians  of  the  Past — Stewards  for  the  Future/1

located.  The  ESLO  officially  became  the  BLM  s  Eastern  States  office 
on  April  8,  1980.  Eastern  States  has  played  and  will  continue  to 
play  a  central  role  in  fostering  the  acquisition,  management,  and 
conservation  of  public  lands  and  resources  in  the  3 1  States  east  of 
and  bordering  on  the  Mississippi  River,  which  includes  30,000 
surface  acres  of  public  lands  and  more  than  39  million  acres  of 
subsurface  Federal  mineral  estate.  The  surface  acreage  we  manage 
for  the  American  public  is  important  for  recreation  and  wise  resource 
use,  especially  because  of  its  location  in  the  highly  populated  East, 
We  continually  seek  input  from  the  public  and  forge  new  partnerships 
to  ensure  that  these  lands  and  resources  are  managed  effectively.
